situition created by the introduction and sub- 
sequent withdrawal of that ‘misguided mra-. 
sure, As for the present Governor's attitude it 
is‘ reasonable enough, for he might well say to 
himself that: if Sir Cecil Smith, with his quite’ 
exceptional command of Chinese affairs and 
the Chinese language, tried and failed, il was | 
hardly likely that a Governor comparatively 
new to the Colony, unequipped with Sir Cecil 
Smith's vast special knowledge of the Chinese 
would be likely to succeed where Sir Cecil 
failed. “Let sleeping dogs lio” is ever a safe 
adage to go wpon. Hut if we never grasped 
‘our nettle, and always dreaded the possible lion 
in the path, the tale of Achievement and action 
would be small, Perhaps we might, to begin 
with, paraphrase what is supposed to represent 
the Gevernoi's view by the following, which is 
a completely accurate presentation of the 
cast = eis 

" WAn entitely ineffective and unworkable 
system of volundary registration uf domesiic 
servants was tried, and it failedas everybody 
knew beforehand it would fail” i 

In other words the Ordinance was so fatally 
misdrawn and deformed, and so certainly 
doomed to death beforehand by its making 
registration voluntary on the part of Chinese 
servants, that it was nothing but an abortive 
farce from its birth, and utterly undeserving of 
even the too superficial attention it had in 
Legislative Council, 7 

[Again another curious coincidence. 
at this point (at noon-gunfire) information was 
brought to the Editor that H. E. the Gavernor's 
unregistered Hailam bay was convicted to-day 
of stealing H. E. the Governor's gold watch,

shop, and, perhaps more especially, in the 
‘description of the boy Foma Gordyéel! in the 
long novel of that name. oO

Classifying the oxen under various head- 
‘ings he first deals with the animal brought in 
frbin Hoifang and points oue that their, aver- 
age live weight is between 800 and ‘goo: Ibs. 
and in their native district are ‘valued A; bee 
tween $45 10 $so per head. fhe animals are 
sold to the Manila cattle. dealers at fron) eight: 
to nine cents per tb. while the transit expenses 
to Hongkong amount to about $3 to $3 each. 
The Canton oxen imporied from the districts 
of the West, North and Enst rivers, aver 
age in weight, before slaughter, between 
600 and:700 Ibs. and fetches some .$35 to $40 
head before exportation. They are sold to 
Manila dealers at six to seven esats per Ib, 
and lo the butcherd'at Hongkong at $35 to $40 
per head, ‘Transit expenses to this, Colony 
amount from $2 to $3 per head-while there is 
about 75 % of meat’ to be offered fur sale afer 
the dressing. He points out that it may 
not be generally. known that, in the case 
of oxen exported’ to Manila the animals 
are’ generally well filled with waier and food 
belore being weighed, and after a day-or so

” DARING BURGLARY IN 
- HONGKONG.

AN AL FRESCO JANQUET, 


Hongkong has again been visited hy! the 
burglar and his associates, and th’s morning 
“Idlewild” in Seymour Road, occupied by 
‘Mr. Ho Tung,-was made the scene of his de- 
predations. According to the information’ at 
present to hand, the family went to bed early 
after securing all the d ors and windows, It 
isa question now, how the. burg'ars gained 
admittance to the huuse, but the result of their 
efforts was only too evident this morning. At 
half-past three one of the Chinese servants 
awoke atid casually wandered round the house. 
Atthat time everything was in ord r and the 
servant went back to bed. At six o'clock there 
was a colimotion when it w 8 discovered that 
the first floor of the house had been rifled. 
The story of the burglary is ratheran amusing 
one—far-those who have not h.st their effects. 
How they entered is a question which would, 
tax the abilities of Sherlock Holmes, No 
window was apencd; 0 door was tred; but 
they got in and enjo,ed themselves. First of 
all they tackled the drawing-room, and :0 far 
as can be found out; they took away 23 ornas 
ments of silver the value of which is pliced at 
$500, ‘Then they went into the dining-room, and 
apparently passed the tropl’ +s they secured 
through the window to a coufederate. What 
Ahey stole in the dining-roon is sulla matter 
of doubt. As amatter of faci, peop'c do not, 
as a rule, classify their belongings, and the 
victim of this morning's robbery ts like te rest 
of the world in that respect. It is certain, 
however, that the burglars hid a free-and-casy 
time at I lewild,’ ‘They broke the gliss-of 
the dining-rcam windows, and proceeded to 
have an al fresco banquel, The wine-press 
was entéred and a jovial time ensued—at least 
it should have -resulted according to all stories 
both ancient and. modern, Every wine in the

of the house were asked what should be done, 
It appeared, on first examination, that at least 
$500 worth uf goods had been taken, including 
vases, epergnes, and all the usual ornaments 
which adorn the house of ihe well-to-do, Une 
of (he best things, taken was a silver replica, of 
a Chinese procession, whica would feich a 
large amount of money in any Western coun: 
try. The burglary was reported to the police 
ab ut seven o'clock in the morning, and d:tec 
tives ‘Wore sent to scour Jlonykong tur the 
thieves.
